HOUSTON, Tex., June 25 
(UP) Health authorities 
pléaded with citizens to fight 
back panic today as the worst 
polio epidemic in Texas his- 
tory swept the state. 

The toll trom poliomyelitis 
mounted steadily as blistering 
weather took its annual hold on 
Texas 

‘The state health department an 
nounced Tuesday that 146 cases 
of polio were reported last week 
The week before 103 cases had 
been reported 

Both were grim new 
records. 


all-time 
Last week's toll was larger 
than that of any seven-day period 
in 1950, the year a record polio 
epidemic struck down 2,778 
Texans 

During no week of that epi 
demic year did the number of 
reported cases exceed 131. 

Meanwhile, 17 new cases of 
poliomyelitis were feported Tues 
day at Houston. It was the worst 
single day for polio in the city's 
history. 


THREE DEATHS 


One San Antonio hospital simuf. 
taneously reported three new 
polio deaths, all adults,

Hospital beds, special equip 
ment and polio nurses were des 
perately needed the most through 
out the state,

A CCORDING to highly credible sources, 
4% ambassador George F.: Kennan ig at 
least seriously disturbed, if not down- 
right alarmed, as a result of his re-ex- 
posure to the peculiar atmosphere of

You can visit a foreign country with 
the greatest regularity, You can know 
all its leading men and 
be closely acquainted 
with its history, 
When absent, you can 
follow its trends and 
tendencies through 
labyrinths of docu- 
ments. But when you 
return to the country, 
you rarely fail to be 
taken by surprise by 
some unexpected 
change of focus, em- 
phasis or atmosphere. 

In judging a foreign country,. there 
are no complete substitutes for breath- 
ing its air, smelling its smells and hear- 
ing its sounds—for the rude personal 
contact with the foreign reality. George 
Kennan, who was last- assigned to the 
Moscow embassy in a subordinate post 
in the war years, has now undergone 
this renewed contact with the real thing, 
The ‘result been a change of em- 
phasis 

The change of emphasis hardly 
amounts to more, according to report, 
than an increase of worry, of concern, 
and indeed of uncertainty about what 
the next Soviet move may be 

Since he expressed them frankly and 
publicly, the views held by. Kennan when 
he left for Moscow are easy to summar 
ize. While no dreamer of empty dreams 
about*grandiose deals with the Politburo, 
Kennan then was sanguine about the 
possibility of negotiating specific Soviet- 
American differences. While: perfectly 
clear, too, that the Soviets would never 
cease their customary sapping, mining 
and infiltrating, Kennan was also very 
confident that the Kremlin “wished to 
avoid any risk of general war.

The flooding North Saskatche 
wan River crested at 9.30 a.m 
day in Edmonton. City Engineer 
J. D. A. Macdonald said the 
threat of widespread flooding in 
low-lying residential areas had 
been averted 

The river level, which 
almost 20 feet in 48 
80.7 feet at 9.30 a.m 
changed almost an hour later, It 
was the river's highest peak in 
37 years—27's feet above normal 
and 1% feet below the 1944 flood 
level when 17 families were made 
homeless. 

This time, families or furni 
ture or both were evacuated from 
an estimated 40 homes by city 
emergency crews and the civil 
defense organization Another 
dozen or so families got out on 
their own.

Employment of Older Women Must GIRL GUIDES 


TORONTO, June 25 (CP)- 
Ruth Hamilton, unemployment 
insurance commission adviser on 
women's employment told dele- 
gates to the 59th annual meeting 
of the National Council of 
Women in mid-June that the 
question of older women in em- 
ployment is a nationa) issue in 
which all women should be in 
terested. 

She saic there is too much em 
phasis put on chronological age 
instead of on ability and individ 
uality of the worker 

“A great deal of the difficulty 
of the older women in employ- 


ment,” she said “lies in prejudice 
and in pre-conceived notions of 
what a woman should be at a 
certain age.” 

She suggested women's organ- 
izations could do a service to the 
community by keeping touch 
with older women who may be 
beyond working in business and 
industry, find out what they can 
do and help fit them into the Ca- 
nadian economy in places where 
they are badly needed, such as 
homemaking. 

Constance Hayward, of the Ca 
nadian citizenship department, 
said voluntary organizations have 
given valuable assistance to new
